their Lordships;—suppose the Bank note

ed demand was totally different from that 
which was the effect of deprecation : the latter, 
was never in the contemplatign of the patties, 
and indeed it-was hardly possìble that any thing 
approaching to a correct estimation could be 
formed respecting it. 0D … 
No one hé presumed would say, after the 
examples which Europe had lately. furnished, 
that money was not liable te depreciate-—and 
it would be a bold thing to ‘affirm, that: the 
Symptoms of that depretiatiou had not ap. 
peared in this country. If there was a den 
preciation, the onky way in which justite could 


be done between ‘the parties to old contracts, 


Was to fix the päyments af the real value 
stipùlated for at the'time when each was made 
respectively. « The: scale which he had chosen 
wäs rather favourable te the tehant than other. 
wise; there was.no hardship whatever. In 
order to shew ‘that there was a depreciation, 
he would take the average prices of wheat:and 
of bullion for some. years, before and after the 
restriction, from whieh'it would.appear, that 
bullion, instead of having risen, was. cheaper 
now than formerly. From 1786 to 1797 the 
average price of wheat was 523, per quarter ; 
18 quarters &t this rate would putchase 445 
guineas, oP a pound of gold, From 1800 
to 1806 the average price of wheat. was 70s. a 
quarter; gold-had advanced to 485. 2d. per 
ounce, or 491, Ás. per pound ; and at this rate, 
14 qaarters.and half à bushel would purchase 
the pound of gold. In 1811 wheat was at 85s. 
the quarter, the gold 4l. 148. per oute, and 
12 quarters 6 bushels wotld purchase the 
pouad of gold, Where then, he would ask, 
was the hardship of now calling upon the tenaàt 
of an old lease to pay in the lawfal coin of 
the sgalm, when he had enjayed such great and 
palpäble advantage over the landlord for so 
long a time ? 

His Lordship further stated, that in the 
horth of Freland the expedient which he had 
adopted had been resorted ta by those whe 
kuew how to sceure.to themselves the value of 
their property; aad even in this metropolis, 
he knew that measures were taken, in con. 
tracts for time, to guard against the injustice 
that might result from the progressive de 
preciation, He knew that a Gentleman. of 
ef the Hoùse of. Commons, whose name he 
would not then mention, but one certainly 
whe could not be suspeëted of party metives, 
had lately occasion te lend a friend 50001. 
and that the payment was te be in this way : 
a calculation was made what weight of bullion 
this would produce at the present time, and it 


‚was contracted that the loan should be repaid 


in the same weight of büllion (kear! hear !). 
In cascs of long leases teo it was coùtracted, 
that a calculation should be made every five“ 
years, and that the rent should be fixed upon 
the average price of corn fer the five years 
preceding. What could more clearly shew 
the conviction that the currency was pros 
gressively depreciating? Notwithstanding the 
outery that was attempted te be raised against 
him, he would persevere in the course which 
he had adopted, firmly, but temperately and 
equitably. He assured them that he would not 
be driven from his purpose by any such means. 
They might indeed legislate so as to force people 
to take thc notes at their nominal value, but 
they were little aware of the consequences that 
waald result f,om such a proceeding. Ín the 
„worst times of France the Goverüment of that 
Country had made its paper a legal tender, and 
an outery was raised against those who refused 
to receive them at their nominal value, The 
Secretary of State, he understood, had fallen 
into this French mode of thinking and reason, 


‚ing. That Noble Secretary appeared to con. 


sider it a moral and political duty to accept 
the bauk papèr (hear, hear !) ; and such had 
been the tone of the French Government with 
regard to their assignats. If the bank päper 
was really of the value which it purported to 
represent, the noble Secrctary need be under 
no apprehensions as to what he (Lord King) 
either said or did; but if it had materialty 
fallen, then the example might pessibly ‘have 
weight with some, and ít was proper that it 
Sioeid, Bat upon any other supposition, 
than a depreciation of paper, the attempt to 
decry bank notes ‘in comparisonwith gold,

Ezchequer Bills, and 
paid the publie creditar in their depreciated 
votes Ì This was the advantage to be weighed 
against the enormous. injustice to which the 
system gave rise! ‘He had heard it said that 
notes had not fallen, but'that gold had risen. 
If indeed gold was to be paid for in bad haak 
paper, it had risen ; butif paid for in corn, 
in labour, ia timber, or: in Any goo: coma 
When 
tommodities in France and all over the Con 
tineat and the world had advanced in price, 
what was this but that gold had become 
cheaper ?- Tha proposition was as clear as 
any thing could be. They had advanced in 
France oneafifth sinte the Revolution, and 
this meànt no more than that gold had: become 
cheaper to that extent. As a proof that 
ballion had become cheaper, he also stated 
that silver had returned from Chbiaa. It had 
been said that the gold was clandestinely cara, 
ried to France to pay for corn—aud he bez 
lieved it did go there—not merely because the 
channel of circulation kere was filled with - 
paper, though that was one reason; bat-owiag 
to another circumstance, Gold was formerly 
sent from the mines of South America to Old 
Spain, and from thence distributed through 
France and other nations, by way of tribtte, 
orinthe caurse of commercial speculation. 
But the metals could find their way no longer 
through this channel—and what then became 
of them? . Did they remain in America? No 
mathey found their way to the rest of Europe 
through this country, which now became the 
more direct channel of communication. Gold 
therefore must be dearer ia France than in 
England, because it must pay theexpence of 
insurance and transport; and however high 
the price of gold was in England, it must be 
higher in France. With regard ‘to this new - 
project of making bank.notes a legal teuder, 
it would comptetely overthrow all standard of 
valme==it would subvert all contracts for 
time. The paper ‘would no longer depend 
ùpon Creditaud confideice ; it would no longer 
be à voluntary hut a forced currency. « The 
notes would indeed. become Assignats, differ. 
ing- net in ‘kind but in degree. The fraud, 
which was now confined to the public cred. 
itof, would then. be extended to the whole 
country. Would this be a proper state of 
things? He appealed to the justice of the 
House. —He appealed to the Nableand Learn. 
ed Lord, who was the guardian of- equity in 
contracts-==he appealed not for himself only, 
but for all friendless annuitants s for atl those 
who had &-concern in old gontracts 5 for 
those'who had retired some years ago with a 
cómpetent and comfoftable income, derived 
from their caré and industry, but now reduc. 
ed by the depreciation. He appealed, like. 
wise, in behalf of a numerous class of la. 
bourers. The able labourer might always 
find a market, His work would rise in price 
accordiùg to the demand and the depreciation 
of money ; but it waa not so with that nu. 
merous class which was employed more from 
charity than any thing else. How could they 
struggle against such a stäte of things? 
Against this: proposal they had the authority 
of Mr, Pitt, and the Judges in Westminster 
Hall. {Here his Lordship quoted the words 
of Mr. Justice Heath ìn the case of mn Ve.

Ifthey 
continued one moment longer, they mist run 
_ the whole race. About 1804, when the ree 
newal of the-Restrietiok Act was proposed;

TPhe scheme of 
the Noble Earl appeared to him to resemble 
that of the famous Land Bank, which was set 
on foat by visionary persons, who thought ít 
possible to couvert the whole landed property 
of the country into a circulating - medium. 
He really could see no difference between the 
plan of his Lordship aad thatof the hand 
Bank. 
Lord Barnursrsaid, motwithstanding the 
very able manner in whieh the Noble Lord 
who had just sat down had defended hs -con.

Does tha 
Nobile Karl think then that blameis rather 
due to me than to thuse Ministers who now 
sit in sslent apathy, aud see the cv:l anproache 
ing to its maturmty with the most perfect 
insensibility? With rogard to my conduct 
wien last É held an ofhce in his Majesty's 
Governmeut, Et beg leave to remark that T 
was from the mont of February to Noveme 
ber followiag, engaged with many of my No. 
le Priends near me, in endearours to pres 
serve what we considered to be the greatest 
boon that could be obtained for the peopte of 
this country, a safe and honourable prace. 
Had that event been happily accoimolished, 
the Bauk restriction would have been conse. 
quently at anend. If called on to account 
for the subsegquent four mouths which Ll pas. 
sed in ofhce, L am called on to perform a task 
of wlicn Lam not asiramed. From the moe 
ment when [ fouyd tat a safe and hoiurae 
bie peace was not to be obtainel, Ì beat the 
ss Tura over.

ernment, and in profuse and wasteful expen. 
„diture. (Hearlhear!] Tosupply those éxzi. 
gencies, aud to support that expenditure, you 
periuit the Bank to maké unlimifed issues and 
spread through the country a depreciated cur. 
reocy. Ìtisfor this purpose that his Majes. 
ty’s subjects are conpetled in amount to pay 
their Income Tax, once to the revenue,-and 
twice to those who profit by the restriction. 
This state of {hingsis. wow openly avowed 
and defended, as uecessary to the support ef 
Government. Necessary it may be, while the 
annual expenditure is 90,000,000N. sterling, 
but that is an expenditure which it is absurd 
in thehighest degree to imagine youcan main.

His Lordship praceeded to allude to. the 
de preciated state of the paper currency, and 
“Ôecrease' ini the value of the circulating coin 
of this country. The’ Bank had now taken 
place of the Government, and instead of the 
Crown now’ acting with the concurrence, of 
the King’s Councillors, it acted by the advice, 
of the Bank alone. In consequence, the 
Coin of the Country was reduced to a most 
debased and degraded level. Pieces of coin 
were issucd for 3s. which were im reality 
worth only 2s. 4d, and soon in proportion. 
If this was fit to be done, he asked why it 
was not done by theGovernment of the Coun. 
try ; there the advantage, though a very inaa 
dequate consideration, would have been derive 
ed by the public ; here it went to the Bank 
of England ‘exclusively. 

The Earl of LiverPoogr thought it proper 
to confne his attention to that part of the 
system of the Noble Luord embraced iu the 
Bill now on the table. Whien he stated, the 
other-night, that the Bill would not be neces. 
sary‚-he only meaût that the example of the - 


Noble Lord then alluded to (Lord King) was 


not likely to be generally followed. He said 
8o on looking to the general principles on 
which such a medsure must be supposed to be 
built, which plainly told to every. man that. 
the interests of landlords «and tenants could 
not-be separated, and that when a landtord

such Bill as that now proposed, he thought it 
wight be praductive of much mischief.

Lord LaAuprrpareE explained, shewing,

“ Earl SrANHore, previous to his replying, 
wished that an expression of a Noble Karl, as 
to his (Lord Stanhope’s) having views of his 
own in thís Bill, should be exjlained, 

The Karl of Lauperpaue declar:d that he: 
had not the most distant idea of attributing 
any thing improper to his Noble Friend. 

Earl Srannorr was perfectly satisfied. He 
proceeded to declare that he esteemed himself 
or any other: person who by the accident of, 
birth became the possessor- of a large estate, 
as nothing more than a trustee for the public, 
to whom he was bound in-point of utility to 
render itto the-utmost of his power. ‘The 
public had already received in this way thoue 


. gands on thousands from him. He had discov. 


ereda,plan which he did not now mean to 
enter into, by which millions of Bank noteg 
might be printed, all of which should bg 
proofs, and by which forgery wauld be com. 
pletely avoided. A Noble Lord had said “As 


loges thereis Gold in Venice, you must 


pay mein money.’ Beit so. ‘This was in 
itself à proof that money was now gone in 
this country. He had now anly to thank his 
friends for their opposition to this Bill, by 
which they had done more than he'could have 
expected by all he could say in support of it, 
mei f'hey had rendered Ministers favourable ta 
the meâsure, 

The House then divided. 

For the 3d reading, 86-—-Against it 13m _
